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Allowable Subject Matter 

For claim 1 In "wherein a region of influence associated with the first sub-frame 
pixel value comprises a number of pixel values that corresponds to a number of 
iterations used to generate the first and the second sub-frames" is not found in 
the prior art. For claim 1 1 and 21 "wherein a number of values in the row of 
history values and each of the plurality of rows of initial values corresponds to a 
number of iterations associated with generating the sub-frame pixel value" is not 
found in the prior art. For claim 26 "generating a second error value using the 
image data and the third plurality of initial values; and generating the second sub- 
frame pixel value using the image data, the second plurality of initial values, the 
first history value, the second history value, the first error value, and the second 
error value" is not found in the prior art of record. The remaining claims are 
allowable because the depend from these claims. 

The Double patenting rejections have been overcome by the inclusion of 
allowable subject matter except as it relates to case 10/820,952. Per section 804 
of the MPEP this application is being allowed while the provisional double 
patenting rejection to application 10,820,952 with an "added limitation" to claim 1 
is being maintained.
